The  number  of  re-examinations  had  to  l)e  reduced  owing 
to  the  difficulty  of  seeing  so  many,  especially  at  the  Wrexham 
Clinic.  At  the  latter,  four-hour  clinics  were  not  unusual  and 
it  was  found  that  a patient  might  have  to  wait  up  to  three 
hours  before  being  examined.  The  increasing  difficulty  in 
travelling  also  affected  re-attendances. 

(c)  Evacuees. 

Those  in  the  Wrexham  area  were  examined  at  a special 
v\ceklv  clinic,  which  was  started  cm  .April  10th.  Whereas  in 
other  aree.s  they  were  seen  with  the  County  cases  at  the 
a])])ro])riate  clinics. 

369  examinations  were  carried  out  at  this  special  Wrex- 
ham clinic.  In  those  cases  where  cc-mditions  were  undesirable 
for  Confinement  in  their  tem])orary'  homes  they  were  niostly 
adniitted  to  Gerwyn  Hall  Maternity  Home.  There  were, 
however,  many  confinements  in  private  houses  and  especially 
in  the  various  nursing  homes.
